commenced at once. A short delay 
resulted over the absence of one of 
the attorneys in the case. The pris- 
oner came into court shortly after 10 
o'clock in the custody of Sheriff Red- 
man and took her seat near her attor- 
ney, B. Gr. Smythe: Her face was ex- 
pressionless and through the entire 
proceedings she took little interest in 
the events in the court rooms.

The first six jurors to be excused 


were James M. McVeigh, Levi Baker, 
Stanton Hoover, Charles M. Johnson, 
Albert Smoots, R. D. Brown, All stat- 
ed to the court that they are opposed 
to capital punishment. 
Others ex- 


cused on these grounds were F. L. 
Beggs, Isaac Grubb and James Line- 
han. Milton Kelsey was excused be- 
cause he believed that he could not 
render an impartial verdict where the 
evidence introduced was circumstan- 
tial only.

Ada Davis, the defendant in the

On his death bed John Hammond 


stated in the presence 
of witnesses, 


that the Davis woman shot him. Ham- 
mond is said to have been intoxicated 
at the time and the trouble resulted 
from a jealous quarrel, so it is said.

merly of Zanesville, and was working 
for Charles Foster at his saloon in 
West Newark.

merly resided in Mary Ann township.

Washington, Dec. 11. — Postmaster 


General George B. Cortelyou, in his 
annual report for the past fiscal 
year, says that while a self-sustaining 
condition of the postoffice department 
would be gratifying, he is less con- 
cerned about the deficit than the 
efficiency of administration. For the 
fiscal year 1905 the total receipts 
from all sources were $152,820,585, 
and total expenditures $167,181,959, 
leaving a deficit of $14,572,584. In 
connection with these figures the 
postmaster general directs attention. 
to the increased amount of free mat- 
ter handled, which he says averaged 
12.58 
per cent of the entire weight 


carried, or a loss of $19,822,000 


The work of purifying the mails is 


not confined to the suppression of 
frauds and lotteries, but includes as 
well the exclusion therefrom of ob 


somewhat 
offset by the decreases 


from Germany, Switzerland and Swe- 
den. 


The first measure that will receive 


the attention of the senate will be the 
Panama canal emergency appropria- 
tion bill, and its consideration will 
begin tl'is week.

NEW INDOOR TARGET. 


Maine Official's Simple Device For 


Rifle Practice. 
« 


Major John J. £>ooley of Portland, 


Me., assistant inspector general of rifle 
practice, has perfected a target for 
rifle practice iu armories by organiza- 
tions of the national guard, says a 
Portland special to the IS'ew York 
World. 


The target is composed of two thick- 


nesses of plank, supported by a frame 
resting ou a base which holds the tar- 
get upright and allows of its being 
moved to any part of -the armory. 
There is a small^ space between the 
front and rear sections of the target, 
and while on the front section is placed 
the target itself there is on the rear 
section a steel plate to prevent the bul- 
lets penetrating both sections. 
The 


space between the sections allows the 
bullets to drop to the floor after they 
have struck the bteel plate. The front 
section is so arranged that the pieces 
against which the target will rest and 
which wiil of necessity become badly 
perforated after continued use can be 
removed by sliding them from the 
frame and new pieces substituted.

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Mr. Roosevelts Inconsistency 


In his message to the new Congress 


President Roosevelt made the recom- 
mendation that all contributions to 
any political committee be forbidden 
by law. Just how the President felt 
when writing that 
recommendation 


and reflecting on recent 
disclosures 


which prompted it may be imagined. 
A year ago this fall when the Presi- 
dent was a candidate before the coun- 
try the press referred to what it 
termed the scandalous 
action of 


George B. Corteiyou, then chairman 
of the Republican national commit- 
tee and selected by the President to 
manage his campaign, now a member 
of the President's cabinet as he was 
before taking the political job, the 
action referred to being the collection 
of campaign funds from corporations 
to aid the candidacy of the President. 
Judge Parker, the Democratic candid- 
ate, denounced the Republican chair- 
man's action toward the close of the 
campaign, and the President, stung 
by the words of Parker, came out in 
a statement in emphatic terms deny- 
ing the charges that Corteiyou had 
been calling on corporations and tak- 
ing funds from them to swell the 
funds of his committee.

BLOODY CLASH IN STREETS 


Two Persona Ktlled and a Number 


Wounded In a Fray at the General 
Postoffice — Indignation 
Meeting 


Held at Which the Government \& 
Denounced—Another Crisis. 


Warsaw, 
Dec. 11.—The ferment 


among the troops is increasing. A 
hundred soldiers of the Kexholm regi- 
ment headed a procession singing 
revolutionary songs. In Marzalkow- 
ska street their way was barred by a 
detachment of the Grochowski regi- 
ment, the commander of which or- 
dered his men to fire. The soldiers 
refused to do so and permitted the 
procession to pass. Tne commanding 
officer then fled. A rumor is current 
that the whole garrison of the War- 
saw citadel has mutinied.

St. Petersburg, Saturday Evening, 


Dec. 9.—A general strike throughout 
Russia may follow the action of M. 
Durnovo, minister of the interior, in 
throwing down the gauntlet to the 
labor organizations by arresting M. 
Krustaleff, president of the executive 
committee of the workmen's council. 
About 2 p. m. several companies of 
Cossacks 
clattered 
through 
the 


streets leading to the headquarters of 
the council in Targovia street. Hav- 
ing barred-the approaches, a force of 
troops and 
police surrounded the 


building, after which secret service 
men rushed in and seized Krustaleff. 
The latter made no resistance, and 
the affair was conducted quickly. It 
was impossible for Krustaleff to con- 
ceal the papers of the organization, in 
which the police evidently expect to 
find evidence proving the ultimate 
effect to be an armed uprising against 
the government. 


The news of the arrest of Krusta- 


leff 
created an immense sensation 


among the workmen. All the Social- 
ist, labor and kindred organizations 
are holding a meeting, at which most 
inflammatory 
speeches are 
being 


made in denunciation of the govern- 
ment, and all are talking of a general 
strike in order to save their leader. 
Krustaleff, as he is called, though 
that is not his name, is regarded as 
the brains of the revolutionary move- 
ment. He has displayed genius in or- 
ganizing both the industrial and po- 
litical strikes which have terrorized 
the government. 
His offer of finan- 


cial support to the telegraphers pre- 
vented a collapse of their strike. 
In an interview yesterday M. Krus- 
taleff said: "It is probable that a gen- 
eral strike will be "declared just after 
Christmas. Delegates who were sent 
to all parts of the country report that 
the proposal for a strike has been 
welcomed with enthusiasm, and in 
fact that the whole country is ripe 
for revolution. 
A vast majority of 


theworkmen are true revolutionaries. 
Preparation for an armed rising is 
well advanced, but it can not hope to 
succeed ufaless Joined by a consider- 
able body of troops. The propaganda, 
however, has made such strides jn 
the army that the revolutionaries are 
justified 
on counting on sufficient 


support from that source to ensure 
victory. The peasants everywhere are 
willing to join the revolutionaries." 


Beside Krustaleff three other mem- 


bers of the workmen's council were 
arrested. 


First Blood In Strike. 


A disturbance in which two strik- 


ers were killed and a policeman and 
several others wounded occurred at 
the same hour immediately in front 
of the general postoffice. The strik- 
ers for two days have been seeking 
to persuade the volunteer and regular 
carriers to refuse to work. At the 
door of the building the strikers, en- 
raged by the refusal of the volunteers 
to quit, drew knives, whereupon a 
carrier attempted to defend himself 
with a revolver. Both the carrier and 
a companion were killed on the spot. 
A squad of policemen was stood off 
by the strikers and workmen who 
sympathized with them. 
Both sides 


exchanged a fierce fusillade, during 
which a policeman and several work- 
men were wounded.

wrecked. The accident was caused 
by the 8-inch gate on the high pres- 
sure line blowing off when the en- 
gine started.

Morris has resigned as "iron tester at 
the Springfield Malleable Iron com- 
pany after a continuous service there 
of 33 years. Mr. Morris is the inven- 
tor of the process of making malle- 
able iron used in this country, having 
perfected it while in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, nearly 50 years ago. 


Liquor Dealers Indicted. 


Deshler, O., Dec. 11. — The Henry 


county grand jury threw a bomb into 
the ranks of liquor dealers of the 
county by indicting 38 of 62 saloonists 
for keeping open on Sunday, selling 
to minors, and other offenses against 
the liquor laws.

ed in Newark from Honolulu on Sun- 
day morning, after a tiresome jour- 
ney of twelve days, was called upon 
by an Advocate reporter Monday, and 
in speaking of the death of Dr. Shep- 
ardson stated that the residents of 
the portion of the island visited by 
them, used every possible effort to 
lighten the burden of sorrow and re- 
sponsibility resting upon her. 


Dr. Shepardson had been speaking 


for eight w-eeks at different missions 
throughout the "island, " TnostTdf his 
congregations being made up of Eng- 
lish-speaking people. 
The principal 


mission, which is non-sectarian, is 
known as the Central Union church, 
has a seating capacity of 2,000, and 
is every way the finest edifice on the 
island. The population of Honolulu 
is made up generally of the descend- 
ants of missionaries, who have set- 
tled there, and represents quite an 
amount of wealth. A large number 
of Japanese inhabit the island, out 
are in the employ of the richer class, 
principally as servants. 


On the third week o'f the arrival of 


Dr. and Mrs. Shepardson, a hospita- 
ble reception was tendered them, and 
they were 
received 
with a great 


amount of pleasure by the inhabitants' 
of the island. 


Dr. Shepardson, whose death oc- 


curred at 6:30 on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 25, had been suffering for about 
three weeks from lypnoid'malaiia. 
which caused his death. The xuneral 
service which was conducted at the 
Central TJnior. church, where the Doc- 
tor had spoken so often, was attend- 
ed by every representative of the peo- 
ple on the island, the large church be- 
ing crowded. Mrs. Shepardson states 
that she has never witnessed such 
general sadness as was seen and ex- 
pressed at the funeral of Dr. Shep- 
ardson, and that never before had she 
known the language of tears so truly 
as when natives, who could not speak 
her language, came to her with tears 
streaming down their cheeks and ex- 
tended the hand of sympathy and re- 
spect. 


The floral offerings were beautiful 


beyond description, and the great 
love of this foreign people was ex- 
pressed very fittingly in their beauti- 
ful tokens 
Immediately 
following 


the ceremony the remains were tak- 
en to the crematory where they were 
incinerated according to Dr. Shepard- 
son's request,

on her return trip by Miss Florence 
R. Yarrow, the assistant pastor of the 
chnrch, who was appointed by the 
people to be a companion to her to 
San Francisco.

PRISON GUARDS 


ARE ATTACKED 


Hundred and Sixty Convicts Make a 


Dash For freedom. 


SCORE WOUNDED IN 
FRAY 


Mutineers Finally Overpowered by a 


Platoon of Artillerymen That Hur- 
ried to Assistance of the Guards. 
Three 
Prisoners 
Receive 
Mortal 


and a Dozen Serious Injuries. 


Havana, Dec. 11.—The convicts in 


the penitentiary mutinied and a fierce 
fight between them and the guards 
followed, in which two of the prison- 
ers were mortally wounded, 1C more 
or less seriously wounded and three 
of the guards badly injured. The con- 
victs finally were subdued by troops. 


The convicts, to the number of ICO, 


were proceeding from their quarters 
to supper in charge of only one offi- 
cer, who was armed with a revolver, 
and three guards who carried ma- 
chetes. 
The 
prisoners 
suddenly 


rushed upon the guards and overpow- 
ered 
them, taking their 
machetes. 


Then the officer fired, wounding sev- 
eral prisoners. He was seized by the 
convicts and roughly handled. Hear- 
ing the shooting, four more guards 
armed with guns came on the scene 
and fired into the crowd of convicts, 
driving them back. The arrival of a 
platoon of artillerymen 
completely 


cowed the convicts and rendered fur- 
ther firing unnecessary. 
The prison 


contains more than 1,300 prisoners. 


The Elder Dempster line steamer 


Agnola, Captain Johnson, sailing be- 
tween Canadian, Cuban and Mexican 
ports, sheered off on entering 
the 


harbor in a heavy sea and is ground- 
ed hard on a coral bottom a little in- 
side Morro castle.
